J a. sion of Thomas N. and Lydla Dfcks. 
His parents were natives of the coun- 
ty and the family was among the old- 
est settlers of the county. His fath- 
er acquired the 
well-known Dicks 


farm on the Conewago and Judge 
Dicks conducted the farm after death 
of his father until a tew years ago 
when he retired and moved to Hamp- 
ton. Judge Dicks received his, echi- 
fcation at (he public school and in the 
college of Dr. Pfeiffter at New Oxfoiih 
He then taught school in the county 
for four years. He went West in 1SGS, 
on a pleasure trip to Illinois 
and 


Iowa, teaching several months out 
there, but spending much of his time 
hunting. Upon iiis return to Adams 
county Judge Dicks taught school for 
four more year's here. Judge Dicks 
was a great lover of hunting. It was 
a sport that delighted him and the an- 
nual trip to the deer hunting camp 
was one of the groat pleasures of 
his life. One of his first prizes was 
an 8-prong buck he killed in Virginia, 
the head of which he preserved and 
mounted and took pleasure in show- 
ing as one of his trophies of the hunt. 
He had hunted1 in this county for a 
number of yearjs and also in Canada 
and the West, and was never happier 
than with a rifle in ba^d. 


Judge Dicks was one of'ten children, he- 


ing the oldest son. His nephew, Charles 
Dicks, and wife lived with him in Hamp- 
ton of late years. It is worth> of mention 
thnt all the physicians he has had in re- 
cent years attended the Judge's funeral, 
namely, Drs Hudson, Spotz, Leh, Swab 
and Seaks. 


The Judge's home at Dicks until a f« w 


years ago was known thruout (his section, 
hundreds visiting the place annually and 
coming into contact with the Judge. He 
was always ready to help anyone, and he 
hod suRpfstions for all kinds of inquiries 
and needs, winning the affectiorToTalar(*e 
body of people in a way few men ever do 


Judge Dicksi was an oldi-time Demo- 


crat, being always ready to work for 
the party and his frjends. He was 
known as possessing political sagaci- 
ty found in but few men and his judg- 
ment and advice in politics was sought 
by many. In 1886 he was elected to 
the Assembly andl represented old Ad- 
ams county in a dignified and Intelli- 
gent way, making friends for himself 
and his county by fete ability and trust- 
worthiness. In 1911 he was elected an 
associate judge of the county courts 
and in 1916 was re-elected to that po- 
sition, and he was held in highest es- 
teem by all with whom he came into 
contact. He was a man of wonderful- 
ly good common sense and of patient, 
kindly disposition,- and his associates 
on the Bench, the attorneys and all 
who had relations with him came to 
hold hjm in highest esteem.—Compiler

1. Appointed by the Lord (v. 1). 


Only those should go forth who are 
appointed by the Lord. 


2. Sent Forth Two by Two (v. 1). 


The purpose of this was that they 
might mutually help, counsel and sup- 
port each other. 


3. Reason for Their Appointment (v. 


2). The harvest was great, but the la- 
borers were few. The task before tho 
Christian church after nearly 1900 
years i* still great. 


4. Pray the Lord to Send Forth La- 


borers (v. 2). The reali/ation of the 
prodigious task before us will cause 
us to pray to the Lord to send forth 
more laborers. 


II. Instructions Given (vv. 3-1G). 
1. He Reveals the Dangers Confront- 


ing Them (v. 3). 
They were thrust 


forth by the Lord to proclaim "His 
name, though so doing would expose 
them to deadly peril, even as lambs 
surrounded by hungry wolves. It mat- 
ers not what the dangers are if the 
Lord sends forth. 


2. Free From All Incumbrance (v. 


4). The mission was urgent, so all that 
would in any way hinder the speedy 
execution of the task was to be left 
behind. 


3. Distraction of Social Intercourse 


to Be Omitted (v. 41). Eastern saluta- 
tions were long-drawn affairs To go 
Into such formalities 
would 
dela.\ 


Christ's messengers. 


4. Behavior in the Homes Where Re- 


ceived (vv. 0-0). (1) Offer the peace 
of the gospel (vv. 5, G). This is to be 
done regardless as to whether it will 
be recehed or not. There is a reflex 
blessedness in preaching the gospel. 
Even when the message is rejected the 
effort is not w asted, but comes back to 
the one who has made the effort. (2) 
Do not shift quarters (vv. 7, 8). Mis- 
sionaries should remain In the home 
where they havp been received, con- 
tent with what is gi\en them. They 
should not demand better food and 
more comfortable quarters than what 
Is commonly pro\lded. However, that 
which is given should be gratefully re- 
ceived, for the laborer is worthy of his 
hire.

These disciples were given power to 
heal the sick. The ministers of Christ 
should seek to give relief to those in 
distress and use every opportunity to 
proclaim the gospel message.

Their 
case is more hopeless than that of 
Sodom. Those who reject Christ's mes- 
sengers reject Christ. 


III. The Return of the Seventy (\». 


17-24). 


1. Their Report (v. 17). 
They were 


highly elated. 
They seemed to be 


agreeably surprised. 
They not or.iy 


found that they could heal the sick, 
hut cast out demons also. They seemed 
to be filled with s-elf-satisfactiou. It is 
easy even in Christian service to be 
spoiled by our successes. 


2. Jesus' Answer (vv. 18-24). (1) He 


told them it was no surprise to IJim 
(vv. 18, 19). 
With prophetic e>e He 


saw their success as indicating that 
time when the prince of this world 
would be overthrown (John 12:31). 
By virtue of His mighty triumph over 
Satan He assures them that they need 
have no fear of what should befall 
them. Nothing could harm them; noth- 
ing could prosper which opposed them. 
Indeed, nothing can harm the servant 
who goes about His Master's business. 
(2) Real cause for rejoicing (v. 20).

That above all which should provoke

HAVE EYES ALL OVER BODY 


Nature Particularly Liberal to Some 


of Her Creatures, the Dragon 


Fly Noticeably. 


There is a most astonishing diversity 


among animals in respect to the num- 
ber and location of their eyes. In mam- 
mals, birds, reptiles and fishes they are 
limited to two and are invariably 
placed in the head, but others of the 
animal kingdom may have anywhere 
up to 50,000, and they seem to have 
been placed anywhere they might be 
handy. 


The dragon fly possesses eyes com- 


posed of an aggregation of about 10,- 
000. 
In spiders and scorpions there 


are usually eight or ten eyes in one or 
more clusters on the dorsal aspect of 
that part of the body which is formed 
by the union of the head and thorax. 
The starfish has an eye on the tip of 
each of his five rays, or arms, as has 
the sea urchin, which is homologically 
nothing but a starfish with the ends of 
its rays drawn close together in a 
circle around which is considered the 
hinder part of his body. The scallop 
has numerous eyes on the edge of its 
mangle, extending from wne end of the 
animal to the other, and forming a 
semi-circle. Some marine worms have 
eyes in clusters not only on the head 
but also along each side of the body, 
even in the tip of the tail, and they 
are connected Individually' with the 
median nerve cord. 


In the lowest forms are found many 


Infusoria which have neither eyes nor 
nerves, but are nevertheless sensitive 
to light, either seeking or avoiding it

One of his first prizes w a s 
an S-prong buck he killed in Virginia, 
the head of which he preseijved and 
mounted and took pleasure in show- 
ing as o n e of his trophies of the hunt.

and in 1916 was re-elected to that po- 
sition, and he was held in highest es- 
teem by all with whom he came into 
contact.

2. Sent Forth Tv^'o by Two (v. 1). 
.The purpose of this was that 
thoy 
might mutually help, counsel and sui> 
port each other. 


3. Reason for Their Appointment (v. 
2). Tlie harvest was irreat, but the-la- 
borers were few. The task before the 
Christian 
church 
after 
nearly 
lUlK) 
years is still fcreat. 


4. Pray the Lord to Send Forth La- 
borers (v. 2). 
The realization of the 
prodigious task before us will cause 
us to pray to the Lord to send forth 
more laborers. 


If. Instructions Given (vv. 3-1C»). 
1. He Reveals the Dangers Confront- 
ing Them (v. 3). 
They were thrust 
forth by the Lord to proclaim His 
name, though so doing would expose 
them to deadly poril, even as lambs 
surrounded by hungry wolves. It mat- 
ers not what the dangers are If the 
Lord sends forth. 


2. Free From All Incumbrance (v. 
4). The mission was urgent, b6 all that 
would In any way hinder the speedy 
execution of the task was to be left 
behind. 


3. Distraction of Social Intercourse 
to Be Omitted (v. 41). Eastern saluta- 
tions wore long-drawn alTalrs. To go 
into 
such 
formalities 
would 
delay 
Christ's messengers. 


4. Behavior in the Homes Where Re- 
ceived (vv. 5-9), (1) Offer the peace 
of the gospel (vv. 5, 6). 
This is to be 
done regardless as to whether it will, 
be received or not. 
There is a reflex 
blessedness in preaching the gosi>el. 
Even when the message is rejected the 
effort is not wasted, but comes back to 
the one who has made the effort. 
(2) 
Do not shift quarters (vv. 7, 8). 
Mis- 
sionaries should remain in tiie home 
where they have been received, con- 
tent with what is given th^m.

HAVE EYES ALL OVER BODY 


Nature Particularly Liberal to Soma 
of Her Creatures, the 
Dragon 
Fly Noticeably. 


There is a most astonishing diversity 
among animals in respect to the num- 
ber and location of their eyes. In mam- 
mals, birds, reptiles and llshes they are 
limited 
to 
two 
and 
are 
Invariably 
placed in the head, but others of the 
unlmal kingdom may have 
anywhere 
up to CO,000, and they seem to have 
beea placed anywhere they might be 
handy. 


The dragon fly possesses eyes com- 
posed of an aggrejiration of about 10,- 
000, 
In spiders and scorpions 
there 
are usually eight or ten eye? in one or 
more clusters on the dorsal aspect of 
ihat part of the body wlilch is formed 
by the union of the head and thorax. 
The starlitih has an eye on the t i p of 
each of his five rays, or arms, as has 
the sea urchin, wliich is homoioglcally 
nothing but a starilsh with the ends of 
its ray^ drawn 
close 
together in 
a 
circle around which is considered the 
hinder part of his body, 
U'he scallop 
has numerous eyea on the edge of its 
manjie, extendiJig from one end of the 
animal to the other, and forming a 
seml-circle. 
iSouie marine worms have 
eyes in clusters not only on the head 
but also along each side of the body, 
even in the tip of the tail, and they 
are 
connected 
individually' with 
the 
median nerve cord. 


In tlie lowest fonus are found many 
infusoria which have neither eyes nor 
nerves, but are nevertheless sensitive 
to light, either seeking or avoiding it.
